JUNEAU, Alaska, March 8 
—(BUP)—Pieas of local dairy 
farmers continued to go unheed- 
ed today as thrifty housewives 
eagerly awaited another larger 
shipment of Canadian dairy pro- 
ducts to Juneau, Alaksa. 

The milk war started when 
milk from British Columbia's 
Fraser Valley was shipped to 

20th Century grocery store 
at Juneau. The Canadian milk 
sold at 30 cents an imperial 
quart while the smaller Ameri- 
can quart was selling at 2 
cents, 

The 20th Century grocery 
store immediately sold out 130 
cascs of Canadian milk, When 


the Juneau Dairy Association re- 
fused to sell its milk to the store, 
the grocery dropped its imperial 
quart price to 25 cents 

Although one grocery dropped 
its price on local milk to 25 
cents, housewives continued to 
buy the Canadian product, get- 
ting an extra four ounces 

The 20th Century grocery yes- 
terday sold out its last ship- 
ment but said a larger shipment 
was due aboard the steamship 
“Baranoff’ today. Meanwhile,

The call of Provincial Entomologist J. 
H. Brown for immediate action on the 
@ence of Norwegian brown rats in Ed- 
Monton cannot be ignored by the city, pro- 
vincial and federal authorities. 

Unless some agreement is made with 
the federal government and the provitice 
of Saskatchewan so that the tide of rodents 
moving through that province into Al- 
berta may checked, this entire 
district is going to be flooded with the 
destructive animals in no time at all. 

As Mr. Brown says, there is every pos- 
sibility that a thriving colony rats 
already exists in Edmonton because “for 
every rat seen, you can normally assume 
there are 100 you do not see.” 

This is something for the city health 
department to discover and act upon with 
no delay. . 

If rats get a foothold in a city, they 
can never be driven out. But if only a few 
have arrived, vigilance and drastic action 
can deal with them. 

But, in the long view, this recent dis- 
covery in Edmonton lays additional em- 

asis upon what both Mr. Brown and The 
ulletin has been saying for two years— 
that the rats must be attacked before 
they enter Alberta. And Saskatchewan 
and the federal authorities should co- 


Rent Control With 


Terms of the rent control bill brought 
down in the legislature, to be proclaimed 
when the federal government abandons 
that field, will dispel the earlier expressed 
fear that Alberta's rent control plan 
would have no teeth in it. 

Premier Manning's first announcement 
some time ago, created the impression that 
the rental boards would be no more than 
boards of conciliation without power to 
make a decision and enforce it. 

But it seems that the rental boards 
will have power of decision and this is de- 
finitely reassuring. 

The rental boards, it is specifically 
stated, will fix rentals where landlords 
and tenants fail to agree. 

The groundwork of the federal legis- 
lation is pretty well preserved in the 
Alberta bill. 

Rents are not to be increased above the

operate in the vital business of waging 
strenuous war on the animals that are 
steadily approaching our borders at the 
rate of from three to 16 miles a year. 

Alberta is the last area in North 
America and perhaps the last area of the 
world to be free of rats. 

That freedom is a tremendous asset 
and it must be maintained. 

The depredations of rats cost the pro- 
vince of Saskatchewan $16,000,000 a year. 
They cost all Canada considerably more 
than $40,000,000 a year in food alone. Be- 
sides that, they destroy or 
material each valued at $25,000,000. 

They are filthy creatures and a menace 
to human health. They are direct carriers 
of bubonic plague, rat-bite fever and 
=— fever. They carry intestinal para- 

ites. 


In the cities, they destroy food, cloth- 
ing and shelter. 

On the farm, they di and destroy 
grain, feed, seed, harness, field crops and 
will kill hens, chickens, turkeys and other 
small birds and animals. 

It would be much better to spend $5,- 
000,000 a year right now to keep rats out 
of Alberta than it would be to accept the 
loss of $16,000,000 a year once they were 
established and to pay, besides, the higher 
costs of attempts to eradicate them.

Fixed rents may be reviewed by the 
board after six months. 

Stiff penalties of $5,000 or two years 
imprisonment are provided for violation 
of the act. 

But the Alberta } ation is immeasur- 
ably superior to the federal legislation be- 
cause it implies that each rent dispute will 
be settled on its merits rather than on a 
fixed rule. 

Tt is better because it will encourage 
an amicable settlement between landlord 
and tenant before an arbitrary rate is set. 

This seems to bé an intelligent and 
carefully constructed piece of legislation 
that will not only protect the tenant but 
afford relief for landlords whose revenues, 
in some instances, have been permitted to 
fall too low.

to build Edmonton's civic centre 
whereby it has been suggested 
that New York financiers would 
put up twenty million dollars to 
finance the scheme after secur- 
ing definite concessions from our 
city council, on a lease that is 
proposed would run for ninety 
nine years 

In the provinee of Alberta we 
are able to process or produce at 
least seventy five per cent of all 
the materials that would be need- 
ed to construct this civie centre, 
and we have the machines and 
manpower to assemble and pu! 
those materials together. Indeed 
we have everything including the 
need for the civic centre but we 
haven't got the money, and under 
our present antiquated financial 
system we may be forced to go 
all the way to New York city to 
get this money and put the citi- 
zens of Edmonton in pawn for a 
hundred years to the financial 
people who have this amount of 
money 

Thousands of Alberta voters 


have for fifteen years been voting 
for a change in our financial 
system whereby civic and pro- 
vincial governments could bor- 
row what is called debt free 
money, created by a central au- 
thority against such physical as- 
sets, like our proposed civic 
centre, and to be paid back over 
a period of years, twenty or more, 
without being compelled to pay 
interest to anybody. 

This central financial authority 
would have the power to create 
this financial credit against ac- 
cepted and approvei security, 
and cancel this credit as it was 
redeemed or paid back.

This, I think, is what parties 
winning huge majorties are apt 
to forget, choosing to interpret 
such majorities as a popular man- 
date for all their policies, The 
democratic process usually proves 
this an error, as it has done in 
Great Britain. There, in 1945, the 
people voted to change a Con- 
servative regime that had largely 
stagnated between two wars, But 
they did not, thereby, vote for 
everything in the Socialist hand- 
bag. In Britain, where legislation 
originates in the cabinet and al- 
Ways passes if the government 
has a secure majortly, that ma- 
jority and its legislative successes 
largely contributed, in my belief 
to the present swing in the 
other direction,

Bystander 
Gets Hurt 


Men have always fought, and 
always will, and the innocent by- 
stander gets hurt in the process, 
but at least in the olden days the 
commander rode the lead chariot 
and exposed his chest to spears, 
If there was undue cruelty it was 
conscious cruelty, and affected 
relatively small segments of the 
population. 

Bloody and useless as ancient 
conflict was, it seems relatively 
civilized as contrasted with to- 
day's calm contemplation of set- 
ting fire to and or poisnning the 
universe, either on purpose or by 
accident. 

I suppose I am just gn old 
fuddy-duddy, but war seemed to 
luave been exciting, dangerous 
sport, when it was waged by man 
against man. The new version {s 
as dull as dishwater, if rather 
more deadly, since it has passed 
from the soldier's hands into 
caves of the magicians,

Thus, whenever a party is able 
to put through its entire program 
by reason of control of parlia- 
ment or congress, it Is likely to 
split, rather than unite, its popu- 
lar following. Congress {ts recal- 
citrant because members recog- 
nize that this or that party plank 
of the president's program is 
not a party asset but a party 
liability in their own districts. 

I suspect the president, who is 
a shrewd politician, knows this 
and is not wholly discontented. 
He is left carrying aloft the 
liberal torch, provided with an 
alibi, and saved from detections 
which would follow success for 
his whole program, 


Political 
Democracy 

Extremists of left or right are 
perfectly justified in their hatred 
of political democracy — which 
boils down to the rule of average 
opinion, For the average man is, 
in fact, both a Liberal and a 
Conservative. He thinks as he 
walks putting forward the left 
foot, then the right, then the left, 
and thus keeping a balance while 
progressing. He has a heart and 
a head and is averse to being 
decapitated or disemboweled to 
please the idealogues. 

Communism, like Fascism, 
hates democracy preckely be- 
cause of this balance—hecause of 
its perpetual tendency toward 
moderation. Its revolutions and 
reactions are always incompleted, 

That is why drastic revolu- 
tionary overturns must be ac- 
complished and maintained by 
force—never by democratic in- 
struments. For the democratic in 
stinct dislikes catastrophe — 
knowing that there can be too 
much of even a good thing, and 
that even good things have a 
price.
